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Forest Preserve may ex

The Lake County Forest Preserve 
Board of Commissioners will lake 
final action Aug, 18 on the proposed 
purchase of two adjacent, properties 
totaling 356 acres in northwest lake 
County near Antioch for more than 
$8.8 million. 

The purchase, if approved, 
would preserve several high-quality 
wetlands and woodlands, and 
protect nearly; 95 percent of the 45- 
acre Pollack Lake. 

The land acquisition committee 
approved buying the 28 1-acre Raven; 
Glen farm and the 75-acre Timber 
Lake Park RV campground. 

The two parcels border each 
other east of Antioch at Rtes. 173 and 
45.' 

With the two proposed purchas- 
es, the Lake County Forest Preserve 
holdings have grown by over 1,142 
acres and now encompass 21,936 
acres. 




"Individually, these properties 
are unique and perfect additions to 
the Forest Preserve system," stated 
Carol Calabresa, president of the 
Lake .County Forest Preserves. 
"Together, they would create a large 
preserve ideal for wildlife habitat and 
for preservation of wetlands, 
woodlands arid, prairies. And, they, 
would offer scenic views and endless 
opportunities for public relaxation 
and enjoyment"- 

Prior to 1998, the Raven Glen 
Farm was used for dairy operations 
that were once considered state-of- 
the-art for dairy production during 
the 1950s and '60s. 

The property features gently 
rolling hills and woodlands and 
contains nme high-quality wetlands. 
It will allows for the restoration of 
prairie and savanna areas. 

The site's largest wetlands. are 
positioned alone the northern edge

H.O.D. Landfill clean-up to begin, public meeting set

The U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency (EPA) Region 5 (covering 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minneso- 
ta, Ohio and Wisconsin) has 
approved the final clean-up design 
for the H.O.D. Landfill site in Antioch. 

According to the EPA, the H.O.D. 
Landfill site Is one of 1,300 sites on 
the National Priority list (NPL) which 



is among the worst of those on the 
Superfund list. 

Mick Hans, spokesman for the 
EPA Region 5, said, "Sites are placed 
on the Superfund list when there is 
no one clearly responsible to take- 
care of a site." 

In this case, the EPA was the 
"lead" for the site,, but Waste 
Management has stepped up with 
the efforts as a PRP, or potentially 
responsible party, this past year. 



The work is scheduled to begin 
within days. Residents and business 
can expect to see construction 
vehicles and workers, in the required 
protective gear, north of Rte. 173 and 
east of McMillen Rd. 

A meeting has been set on Aug. 
23 from 6-8 p.m. at Village Hall so 
residents can discuss the project with 
representatives from EPA and Waste' 
Management 

Hans said, "The purpose of the 



meeting is to let residents know what 
is going on." 

The H.O.D. Landfill is a 51-acre 
site that operated as a landfill accept- 
ing municipal arid hazardous wastes" 
from about 1963 through 1984. By 
1989 the landfill was closed, covered 
with a clay cap, and leachate (water 
mixed with waste) collection wells 
and landfill gas vents had been 
installed under EPA permit. 

As of August 1999, there were 



about 14,300 people living within 3 
miles of the site. About 40 private 
wells and 6 public water supply wells 
are in the vicinity and are used for 
domestic water purposes. 

The site is adjacent to a freshwa- 
ter wetland. Sequoit, Creek is also 
adjacent to the landfill arid flows into 
a series of lakes used for recreation.

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Lindenhurst family known for brew with 
labels celebrating Chain 0' Lakes

he 'beer people/ That's what our 
neighbors call us," laughed Land- 
mark Brewing Company owner Max 
Ganong. "We are a brewing family. 
When my son Gavin was 10 months old, he 
threw the first handful of hops into our first 
vat." 

Ganong, wife Tina and friend Denver 
Letumo are partners in a brewing company 
with a unique approach to marketing. 

"We're not just entrepreneurs," Ganong 
said. "We don't sell beer with girls in bikinis." 

Ganong's aim is for beer drinkers to say, 
"Hey, I've got a beer label that tells a story 
about where I live." 

The company's first label, Chain 0' Lakes, 
told a story about the area and its past. The 
second label, promoting their brew in Wis- 
consin, is called Millionaire Special, named 
after the train that brought the first million- 
aire businessmen from Chicago to Lake 
Geneva in 1871. 

Ganong caters to his individual markets 
with more than pretty Labels. 

"We've made a decision to be responsible 
in every market we go into," the brewer said. 
His company has contributed to cancer fund- 
raisers, among others. "When a child was hit 
by a car, we contributed a portion of every 
bottle sold at an Armanetti's store." 

The first brew made by the company, 
Landmark Cream Ale (Chain 0' Lakes Edi- 
tion) was selected by Beer Across America, a 
"beer of the month" club. Each month the 
club sends selected brews to its members. 
Only 24 beers are chosen each year, out of 
over a thousand submitted samples. 

"We were the August beer of the month," 
Ganong said proudly. Beer Across America 
rates beers on a points system. Ganong boast-. 



ed that Landmark beat Bass by five points, 
and Guinness by eight points. 

The ale was rated by the Beverage Tasting 
Institute, Inc. of Chicago. The institute pro- 
nounced Landmark Cream Ale "highly rec- 
ommended." 

In 1994, Ganong, employed by a major 
corporation in die medical technology field, 
bought a home-brewing kit with a friend. 
They started brewing their own beer. 

"We had parties," Ganong recalled. "Peo- 
ple said, 'Let's go to Max's and get some beer.' 
We couldn't keep up with the demand. We 
had a knack." 

By 1996, Ganong and a friend from Har- 
vard graduate school were calling manufac- 
turers. 

"We didn't even know what things were 
called," he said. .. 

Ganong sought the paid advice of a well- 
known 84 year-old brew master, who helped 
him devise a recipe for his brew. 

The first delivery of the Chain 0' Lakes la- 
bel beer was made on Dec. 18, 1999. The sec- 
ond label, the Lake Geneva label, came out 
seven months later. 

"The plan is to make 24 labels," Ganong 
said. "Twelve each of cream ale and lager. 
We'll be selling 12-packs, with one of each la- 
bel in the pack." 

The beer company, which boasts it was 
founded in Fox Lake, "just a few steps away 
from the landmark 'beer can bridge/" is 
brewed according to Ganong's recipe at a 
143-year-old brewery in Cold Spring, Minn. 

"We wanted a brewery with the experi- 
ence and capacity in case this got big," 
Ganong explained. "This brewery has a 
300,000 barrel capacity, about four times as 
large as Goose Island." 

A year ago Ganong built a new home in 
Lindenhurst. Leturno, vice-president of distri- 
bution, now lives in the Fox Lake home where

Ganong lived when the company was started. 

"Vice-president of distribution means he 
drives the truck/' Ganong laughed. In a small 
company, everyone wears more than one hat 
Ganong's wife, Tina, runs the office end of the 
business from the couple's home. 

"It allows Tina to stay home with our 
son," Ganong noted, 

Even son Gavin, now 20 months old, 
helps out with packing. 

The next project planned is a Fox Valley 



label lager. 

"We haven't chosen a story yet," Ganong 
said. "It will be sold wherever the Fox River 
goes."

remedial project manager for this site said, 
"The emphasis is to reduce the number of 
leachates that could migrate into the ground 
water." 

According to the EPA's August 1 999 report, 
the primary threat to human health is through 
the ingestion of vinyl chloride-contaminated 
groundwater. Vinyl chloride contamination 
has appeared in a monitoring well, nearby and 
down gradient of.the site. 

Murawski said, weather providing, the con- 
structionshould be mostly completed by the 
end of this year, and the majority of the clean- 



up should be done by next spring. 

From there, operation and maintenance 
will be done within a 30-year time frame to 
monitor ground water. 

"Ultimately, the site will be de-listed," said 
Murawski.

While attending Eureka College 
some 10 years ago, 1 had learned 
in one of my generalstudies 
classes the meaning of integrity. 
The general theme revolved around the abili- 
ty to look back at one's life with a feeling of 
satisfaction of what they had accomplished. 
In other words, very few regrets. 

Well, a former Lake County resident, Dr. 
John Nash pit, is perhaps one of those who 
fit the bill. Ott, who passed away in Sarasota, 
Florida not too long ago at the age of 90, is . 
noted for many advancements. 

His fascination with lighting and its effects ' 
has impacted us. all in one way or another. 

it all pretty much started with America's 
National Pastime-baseball. Today, more than 
62 million people are regular fans, according 
to statistics compiled in the National League' 
Green Book and American League Red Boole 
Furthermore, the game is so popular that the 
Census Bureau claims that 15 million people 
play baseball more than once a year. There 
are also 184,000 adult softball teams, 79,000 
youth teams, and more than 20 million peo- 
ple who play the big-ball version of the game. 
With this in mind, we don't think of the lit- 
tle things pertaining to why the sport is so 
popular. Enter Dr. Ott. It was almost 30 years 
ago that Ott was visited by Cincinnati Reds 
scout Red Bowen, who informed Ott that the 
undersides of the baseball caps worn by.play- 
ers were green. In turn, an aghast Ott knew 
that green light reflecting from the underside 
of the cap would certainly be detrimental to 
the players performance. Thanks to that brief 
conversation, the undersides of caps around 
the world are now mostly gray, a color that 
does not reflect light. 

And for the record, the Reds had changed 
the color that year and the result was a World 
Series championship. 

Although he started his adult life as a pro- 
fessional banker, Ott and his 'niche' with re- 
gards toHght did notstop with.basebaH. He 
began his 'real' professional life working for 
Walt Disney with his ultimate focus of filming 
the famous sequences in which plants bud 
and flowers bloom in just seconds on the 
screen. These sequences were soon after fea- 
tured in Disney's 'Secrets of Life' series. 

To make plants grow indoors, Ott began 
experimenting with the formulation of day- 
light emulating lights to correct light depriva- 
tion nutritional deficiencies, which he dubbed 
'mal-illumination.' Though many would re- 
member Ott for the magical transformation of 
pumpkin-to-coach sequence in Cinderella, 
the field of photo-therapy and the healthful ef- 
fects of sunlight became his life's work. 

Ott had become the head of the Light Re- 
search Foundation and orchestrated research 
and educational programs up until his death. 
He had learned how to bring the benefits of 
sunlight indoors with the results from this 
revelation now being produced by Ott-Lite 
Technology. 

For over 40 years, Ott had researched 
unique lighting technology. His works are 
demonstrated in one of his books, Health and 
Light, which sold over 3 million copies. 

Ott's resume was decorated with numer- 
ous awards, publications, medals and lectures. 
He helped revolutionize the uses of light 
and will be remembered forever as we all 
sample of his work everyday.

ing for state but know I can do better. Overall, 
though, it was a pretty solid season." 

In the meantime, Love has gotten some 
excellent off-season work playing and teach- 
ing at the Blue Devils- Excellence Academy. 

"He was a player here for a couple of ■ 
years and we asked if he wanted to help with 
instruction," said Cohen. "He's been doing a 
great job. He makes the game fun while mak- 
ing you excel at the same time." 

Love joined an excellent staff that includ- 
ed the likes of coach Bob Broth man, who has 
been Cohen's assistant on varsity the past 
five years. Prior to that, Brothman was the 
head coach at Waukegan and North Chicago 
HighSchools. 



Joining Brothman was former Blue Devil 
standout Jeff Fedor, who just completed a 
successful four-year career that was capped 
by being named captain and all-conference 
while playing at Winona State; and, Scott 
Merzlicker, the No. 1 singles and doubles 
player at Marian College.

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A child's thunderstorm of terror 



HI Dr. Singer, 

My 8-year-old son Is terrified of 
thunderstorms. Several years ago, we 
had a very bad one in our area and we 
had some minor damage to our 
house. He hasn't been able to get over 
It. When thunderstorms are expected, 
he gets very anxious and is afraid to 
even go out. How long should this take 
to go away? We are patient with him, 
but worried for him and don't want to 
do die wrong thing. C.V. 

Hi C.V., 

I will answer this one not only from a 
professional standpoint, but a personal 
one. I, too, have gotten past this and 1 will 
explain why and how in a moment. First, I 
will say, that you must have patience with 
this. Different people get over it in different 
ways and in different time periods. Thun- 
derstorms can be violent and terrifying and 
while we don't want to have us or our chil- 
dren hiding under the bed each time one 
comes along, we also want to have respect 
for the severity one can take on and be pre- 
pared ahead of time. 

• I will first tell you of my experience and 
then share with you how I got over it so you 
can try this with your child. 

In the summer that Saddam Huissein 
set all the oil wells on fire, we had some 
weird weather around here. I remember 
that people were blaming the weather pat- 
terns on the oil wells. Regardless of what 
started them, I had a harrowing afternoon 
at a local restaurant. 

The storm that caused my experience 
was referred to as a"Microburst." I have 
heard these compared to atomic bomb

blasts and I can attest to the fact that this is 
what it feels like. I sat in the restaurant, 
helpless as a portion of the roof got ripped 
off over my head and thrown across the 
parking lot to land in front of the window I 
was in front of. Needless to say, 1 was pan- 
icking pretty heavily as were all the people 
in the restaurant. This particular restaurant 
was surrounded by windows. To top it all 
off, we were trapped in the building by the 
wind and could not get the door open to get 
out. A gas main had been ripped and the 
restaurant was filling with gas. During all of 
this, I had no idea whether my family was 
OK or not. Before or since, I cannot think of 
anything more terrifying that I have gone 
through. 

Thank the good Lord above, I was safe, 
my family were all safe and no one was 
hurt — physically, that is. For years after- 
wards, I could still hear the sound of the 
roof ripping. I became an avid weather 
channel watcher and didn't make plans in 
the summer without knowing the exact 
weather. I would cancel important things 
because of weather. Now, sometimes, it 
was a very good thing. In fact, people 
thanked me over and over again because of 
my "intuition." That "intuition" was really 
nothing more than being careful to know 



what was predicted. Storms or even the. 
prediction of strong storms would create 
huge anxiety in me and during the storms, I 
would not be breathing correctly. I had all 
the symptoms of panic when these storms 
would happen. My reaction was unrespon- 
sive to reasoning, even within myself. I 
knew that most storms didn't do that, yet 
the conditioned response to that horrific 
event was overwhelming arid still hap- 
pened. 

Here is how I got over it. I started keep- 
ing track in my mind of how many storms 
we would get through with no damage, no 
injury, no major scares and no major prob- 
lems. As I started to keep track of it, I start- 
ed realizing that the great majority of pre- 
dicted storms never came or weakened in 
intensity before they did and of those that 
did get here— the majority really didn't hurt 
us! 

I would condition myself to feel more 
relaxed each time I would realize that. Af- 
terwards, of course, I still would thank God 
for getting us through another one. Another 
thing I did was tell myself all the great 
things the storm was doing. I am an avid 
gardener and would think about the fact 
that the lightening helps to release nitrogen 
into our atmosphere which helps every- 
thing get green and how wonderful that 
was for all the vegetation out there. 

Also, of course, how wonderful the rain 
was for the plants and grass and trees. I 
would think of all the beneficial parts of the 
storm. I would also be reasonable about 
watching the weather. I felt and feel now

Dear Dr. Donahue: Our 
29-year-old grandson has 
Crohn's disease. He had 
diarrhea for several 
weeks. He was getting de- 
hydrated, so they took him 
to the hospital. That's 
when tlte diagnosis was 
made. 

What is this disease? What 
causes it? Is it curable? Should 
he be on a diet? — M.F. 

ANSWER: Crohn's disease 
and ulcerative colitis are in- 
flammatory bowel diseases, 
meaning the lining of the di- 
gestive tract has become raw 
and irritated. In Crohn's, 
small ulcers form that can 
burrow through the intestinal 
wall and into adjacent tissues 
or organs. Those tunnels are 
called fistulas. 

Diarrhea is expected when 
the digestive tract lining is 
raw and inflamed. Food rush- 
es through it without being 
absorbed. People lose weight. 
Crampy abdominal pains are 
frequent. 

Cortisone drugs — pred- 
nisone being the most popu- 
lar one — calm the irritated 
tract. Pentasa, a medicine also 
used for ulcerative colitis, has 
a good reputation for control- 
ling Crohn's disease. Remi- 
cade is one of the newest 
treatments for Crohn's. It 
neutralizes inflammatory 
chemicals that the body has 
made. Those chemicals are 
responsible for Crohn's in- 
testinal disruption. Remicade 
is infused into a vein. The in- 
fusion takes about two hours 
and can be done in the doc- 
tor's office.

Dear Dr. Donohue: I was 
recently diagnosed with 
divertlculosls. I was in- 
formed that threatinent 
consists of an over-the- 
counter bulk-forming 
agent. I followed the ad- 
vice, but I have up to three 
bowel movements a day, I 
fear leaving home lest I 
have an accident.— J.B. 

ANSWER: Diverticular are 
pearl-sized protrusions of the 
intestinal lining through the 
.intestinal wall. With too little 
bulk (fiber, roughage, whatev- 
er you want to call it), the 
undigested food residue dries, 
and the intestine has to gener- 
ate great force to keep the 
residue moving down the tract. 
The force that moves dried 
food residue also causes diver- 
ticula. Call the doctor. I am 
certain that the bulk forming 
agent will be crossed off your 
treatment plan. You don't need 
it, since you have three bowel 
movements a day.

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that it is smart to be informed about weather 
watches so you don't get caught with your ga- 
loshes down. In fact, that was one of the good 
tilings that came out of the experience. I was 
never going to be caught in an unprepared 
position again. We have an organized plan of 
action in our home fordangerous storms, 
just like schools have drills for fire and dan- 
gerous storms. This helps all of us to feel in 
control of the situation and comforted. 

These are all things that helped me get 
over it and should also help your child. I tell 
you this experience I had because I want - 
you to know that even a Psychologist can 
have post-traumatic type fears after a terri- 
fying event like that. Your son' has also been 
through a terrifying event and it will take 
some time for him to heal. 



Above all, don't get angry at him for be- 
ing afraid. We all heal in.our own time! Also, 
realize that on the fear list, thunderstorms 
are a "biggie" among many adults I have 
spoken with. It is not illogical to be. afraid of 
them. In fact, the fear is there to help you 
survive. Without it, you might walk outside 
in one of these "doozies" and really get hurt. 

Thanks for letting me share that very 
scary time in my life with you. I hope it 
helps your son!

Several commissioners of the 
Lake County Forest Preserve found 
themselves in an uncomfortable sit- 
uation when an alleged public meet- 
ing verged on becoming an illegal 
meeting in accordance with.the Illi- 
nois Open Meetings Act. 

I According to forest preserve 
President Carol Calabresa, staff, was 
directed to send public notice in re- 
gard to a special meeting she called 
concerning the Middlefork Savanna 
Forest Preserve in Lake Forest. 

Calabresa stated that she signed 



off on the public notice immediate- 
ly after an Aug. 8 meetingof the De- 
velopment, Restoration' and Plan- 
ning Committee. Members of the 
committee had unanimously voted 
on a motion to change the location 
of a portion of a proposed nature 
trail that would run through the sa- 
vanna along the Des Plaines River. 

• Commissioners Sandy Cole (R- 
Grayslake) and ; Al Westerman ■ (R- = 
Waukegan) contend that they were 
verbally invited by Calabrese to 
come out and view, with staff and 
two other commissioners, the con-, 
troversial site. They stated that they 
had hot received written notice of a 



public meeting, nor had the press or 
other forest preserve commissioners 
they had contacted. (Lakeland 
Newspapers did not receive written 
notice, but was verbally contacted by 
a reliable source about the meeting). 

"I honestly don't know what 
happened to the public notice," said 
Calabresa. "Maybe everyone thought 
someone else was taking care of it, 
but that is still no excuse." 

When Cole,Westerman, Martha 
Marks (R-Riverwoods) and Carole 
Spielman (D-Highland Park) arrived 
at the meeting place, they found rep* 
resentatives from several environ- 
mental agencies as well as Lake For- 



est Mayor Howard Kerr and con- 
cerned neighbors milling about. 
State Rep. Susan Garrett (D-Lake 
Bluff) was also part of the Lake For- 
est group that was apparently wait- 
ing to discuss the development com- 
mittee's decision to change part of 
the trail.

Commissioners confident 
on chances for referendum

Lake County voters will be be- 
sieged by numerous school referen- 
dums on the November ballot, and 
yet the Lake County Forest Preserve 
is proposing another multi-million 
dollar referendum for more land ac- 
quisition. 

"We are getting more and more 
requests from property owners who 
want the forest preserve to purchase 
their land for preservation purpos- 
es," said commissioner Al Wester- 
man (R-Waukegan). "We are already 
running low on acquisition funds 
that were voter approved in 1999." 

-• In April 1999, $5SrruUiottVsma^pWmi 

proved by 66 percent of county tax- 
payers to support the' forest pre- 
serves efforts to purchase open space 
and fund restoration projects. 

According to an independent 
study conducted by Richard Day Re- 
search Inc. of Evanston, 63 percent of 
the 505 county households inter- 
viewed supported a potential $85 
million referendum to buy and pro- 
tect additional open space along 
with restoration projects mainte- 
nance and operation of. new forest 
preserves. 

"We know that it's so soon after 
the last referendum, but people are 



feeling the horrendous pressure of 
another open field being turned into 
a subdivision," commented forest 
preserve President Carol Calabresa. 
"Landowners who are proud of their 
property want to leave a legacy for 
the public to enjoy." 

The forest preserve has acquired 
over 2,500 acres of land.since 1993. 
Within that time, thousands of acres 
of natural habitat have been restored 
in deference to the many endan- 
gered species of plant and animal life 
that reside in Lake County. 

The proposed referendum, if ap- 
proved, will result in a property tax 
increase of $19-$29 for a $200,000 
home. Although this amount will 
•-burden taxpayer* Umfcmucu more i t^j ayj , 

school referendums are passed, in 
the long run land acquisition could 
hinder the county's development 
and therefore slow the growth in 
bulging school districts. 

Calabresa does not believe plac- 
ing the referendum on a ballot al- 
ready crammed with requests for ed- 
ucational funding will jeopardize its 
success. 

"I think that with the growth 
we've seen in Lake County, there will 
never be an election without some 
type of school referendum. There is 
no ideal time to put this referendum 
out there," she said.

He has just made one 
man very happy by telling him the main circuit 
board (or motherboard) in his old PC clone is 
upgradeable and able to give.him service for, 
more years. 

He has provided this-diagnosis during one 
of his free "Build Your. Own Computer" semi- 
nars at the Computer, Country Expo, held 
monthly at Lake County Fairgrounds in 
,Grayslake. :These free seminars usually run 
-from lO.a.m. until noon. The next one is slated 
(.for Saturday,- August 19. In two short hours, 
Randell and his seminar students will build a 
computer from the ground up, using parts 
from vendors at the show. He will explain all 



the corriponents/offer safety tips, and answer 
questions from the audience. At tables on the 
side, other' A+ certified technicians will make 
on-the-spot repairs and assemble purchased 
computer parts for a reasonable fee. 

It's a win-win situation. Randell provides 
certified technicians at a reasonable price, and 
, the technicians gain experience and hone their 
skills as they do the work. An A+ certified tech- 
nician is trained and then tested on repair and 
installation of computer parts. This enables 
him or her to open computers and repairs or 
replace parts without voiding the warranty. 

And the free seminars? "I do that to kind of 
give back to the community," says Randell, 
. who was bitten by the computer bug in his late 
teens. He watched a family friend take apart ah 
old Tandy computer with a cassette storage 
system, and was hooked after that. Since then 
he has built hundred of systems." My waking 
hours are spent on computers," says Randell, 



who has eight at home. This is his own person- 
al computer network. 

When he's not teaching, Randell works for. 
Sphere Communications in Lake Bluff; He is 
considering adding more seminars to ; his 
monthly Expo schedule because theyare so 
popular. "People want to know how things 
work. By coming to the seminar they' get a 
foundation," says Randell. "Buildingyourown 
computer is a great way to learn as well as be- 
ing cost effective." He says most brand name 
computers are designed to be obsolete in two 
years, so an owner will have to buy a new one 
in order to upgrade. If they build it themselves, 
the memory, motherboard and processor can 
easily be updated. This saves money because 
building it yourself will cost about half the cost 
of a name brand and it won't have to be com- 
pletely replaced in a couple of years. • : 

Randell's years of experience come in 
handy when he answers questions on building 



,or fixing computers. He really emphasizes safe- 
'ty. Lots of people come in with their computer 
new in the box, and ask to have it set up. ^The 
biggest concern is not damaging delicate In- 
ternal parts while you are working and being 
able to install equipment properly," he notes. 

He has some advice people should consid- 
er if they are going to work on their own com- 
puter. Most personal computer hard disks 
store information in magnetic format, making 
them vulnerable to static electricity. Make sure 
the computers on a carpeted floor, and wear an 
anti-static wrist strap. "Electrostatic discharge 
is the biggest destroyer of computer parts," 
says Randell. 

The Computer Country-Expo is the only 
. computer, show of its kind in Lake County. 
With more than 80 vendors, one can find any 
hardware or software, from motherboards to 
monitors, digital camera to scanners. Last 
years about 3,000 people attended.

Rte. 55 'or either' 
self-defeating ploy 



Like a broken record, proposals for Rte. 53 have been 
spinning for a long time. This summer, prompted by a 
study group funded by the state and the toliway authori- 
ty, the spinning has reached virtually a fever pitch with 
just about every elective body and chamber of commerce 
weighing in with an opinion, mostly in favor. 

That's not surprising at all, claim opponents of the contro- 
versial highway project, considering the efforts of a well-paid 
public relations consultant group. The PR effort has been man- 
ifested through Citizens to Protect Quality of Life Through Bet- 
ter Transportation which operates out of a post office box in 
Libertyville. . 

The Citizens even ginned up a petition signing at Great 
Lakes Naval Training Center on the Rte. 53 issue during the July 
4 holiday weekend, announcing a 99 percent approval. Wonder 
what Citizens would have discovered passing the petitions at 
Hollywood and Vine? 

Rte. 53 opponents, and they are substantial, we hasten to 
add, have accused the study group of using bullying tactics, es- 
pecially the way an alternative was framed using St. Mary's Rd. 
as part of an alternative including upgrading routes 83, 45, 12, 
21 and the Tri -State Toliway. County Board Rep. Sandy Cole (R- 
Grayslake) described the "either or" option approach as a 
"nasty threat." 

At the risk of an impasse fomented by the "either or" men- 
tality, a compromise is in order. Let the Rte. 53 debate continue 
spinning, but for heavens sake, start upgrading the existing 
highway corridors so we can get some gridlock relief. 

Villages embrace 
pride of pathways 

Few civic improvements have caught the public fancy as 
the construction of hiking and biking pathways. Local 
governments in our locality continue to build more and 
more pathways because citizens love them. 

Interest in pathway construction was kindled almost two 
decades ago by the Lake County Forest Preserve Dist. Since 
then the district has spent freely in developing a wide-spread 
system of paths. One of the best examples of the district's path 
construction program is the DesPlaines River Trail running the 
length of the county. Many of the county's forest preserves have 
all-weather paths for year-round use by joggers, bikers, serious 
runners and recreational strollers of all ages. Pet lovers are es- 
pecially fond of the paths. 

Most of Lake County's villages have pathway construction 
programs well along the way or on the drawing boards. The Vil- 
lage of Grayslake is typical, embracing an aggressive construc- 
tion program that eventually will tie in all subdivisions with 
paths. To their credit, planners understand and push the pur- 
pose of pathways — providing cost-effective, open space av- 
enues that are recreation and fitness orientated. The highly 
creative nature of pathway design is exemplified by the old 
North Shore Railway right-of-way that was turned into a public 
path benefitting Libertyville and Mundelein residents. 

Antioch is the latest municipality to espouse pathway con- 
struction with a crosstown sidewalk and bike path that will em- 
phasize safety. The 2.5 mile path connecting east and west 
sides of the village will be completed before the first snowfall. 
Commenting on the initial step into path building, Antioch 
Mayor Marilyn Shineflug captured the essense of pathways: 
"Creating a sense of community by providing better access be- 
tween schools, the Metra station, parks and the downtown 
area." Well said. Mayor Shineflug also noted that Antioch's first 
serious path has the potential of linking with a future county 
path. 

Pathways are lifelines for community living. They define 
not only our suburban lifestyle, but exemplify a significant side 
of our values. 
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Lottery helping schools-a little 



Pulling out a handful of dollar 
bills to pay for lottery tickets, 
Eddie cheerful exclaimed, 
"Gotta help the schools." He 
got me wondering about how much 
the Illinois Lottery helps schools. So 
I checked. 

Eddie isn't alone in justifying a 
yen for chance as an Illinois Lottery 
regular. Making a contribution to- 
ward education probably is the sin- 
gle most popular justification for in- 
veterate lottery players. Sounds 
much better than "got an itch to get 
rich" or "my old lady plays bingo. I 
got my thing." 

Politicians sold the idea of pay- 
ing for education with the lottery 
when the stale got further in the 
gambling business in 1974. But that 
was a lot of flamdoolery. Politicians 
had to pass a law in 1985 to make 
sure some of the lottery income 
landed in the Common School 
Fund. Before the 1985 law, leftover • 
lottery money was fair game for the 
pols. 

Today, approximately 36 cents of 
every $1 played in the lottery winds 
up in the school coffers. Based on 
1998 figures, that amounted to $560 
million/little more than a drop in 
the bucket (3.9 percent) considering 
Illinois spent $14.3 billion that year 
on education. 

Lottery officials consider this 
significant, but they point out that 
lottery income never was intended 
to be a primary source of funding for 
the schools. Did citizens misunder- 
stand or is that what the people 
wanted to hear? 

Just for the record, 54 cents of 
the lottery dollar ($853 million) went 
to winners. Figures for 1998 showed 
$105 million or 6 cents out of the lot- 
tery dollar was paid to businesses 
that sell lottery tickets. Illinois, by 
the way, has one of the most gener- 
ous bonus systems in the nation. 

A cool $60 million (4 cents per 
lottery dollar) went to salaries, ad- 
vertising and telecommunications. 
State officials claim the Illinois Lot- 
tery is one of the most cost-efficient 
and profitable lotteries in the world. 
OK. Even with relatives of politicians 
glomming on to lottery jobs or get- 
ting paid for those silly television 
commercials hyping the lottery. 

Every wonder where all that bet- 
ting money would go without legal- 
ized gambling? Maybe into illegal 
gambling. But if the lottery and oth- 
er forms of gambling were illegal, 
maybe then the crooks wouldn't 
have to sell drugs to make a dishon- 
est dollar.

\ _ n a small courtyard in Grayslake, an 
^ G/ * ' 'almost un-noticeable municipal sign 
stands slightly hidden behind the 
branches of a tree. 

Beyond thatsign, a group of teens 
ride skateboardsftver the brick- 
paved surface. The teens then take to 
the small stage that is in the center of 
the park. But instead of playing music or putting on a 
short play, the group performs with their boards. Tak- 
ing turns, they leap from the side of the stage on their 
skateboards and try to pull of tricks in mid-air. 
The sign at the entrance of the courtyard, the sign that 
.reads "No Skateboarding," is ignored. . 
About a mile away from the park, more kids jump on their 
skateboards or strap on rollerblades to conquer more obsta- 
cles at a skate park built by the Grayslake Park District, I 
Meanwhile, it is almost time for Ramp, Rail & Roll, an indoor 
skate park in Mundelein, to open its doors. Outside, 10-20 lads, 
wait somewhat impatiently, helmets and pads strapped on, skate- 
boards in hand. 

Skateboarding is becoming more and more popular. What used to 
be an activity stereotypically.reservqd for the neighborhood punks, the [_ 

ing with, is now appealing to people of all ages and backgrounds. 
Jeff Cleveland, the owner of Ramp, Rail & Roll, said that this rise in pop- 
ularity is due in part to, events like the X-Games — an Olympics-like contest-, 
where athletes compete in various skateboarding; in-line skating and BMX 
biking events; The X-Games are nationally televised on ABC and ESPN and 
have helped to bring underground sports to the mainstream. ' 

But the immediate appeal of something these kids see on television is not the ; 

only thing that keeps the kids coming back to Cleveland's park and other parks 
across the county. i 

"These kids spend weeks and months just to learn one new trick," Cleveland said. 
"Every new little trick they learn gives them a great feeling of accomplishment." 
Cleveland said the sport is growing in popularity at an exponential rate. He has enthusi- 
asts ranging in ages from 5 to 50 come in and use his park, which is the largest indoor skate 
park in the state. 
In villages and townships across the county, various municipalities are opening their arms to 
skateboarders. Skate parks have opened in many villages, including Vemon Hills and Grayslake. Another 
park is under construction at the Warren Township Center. 
Parks like these have also given local enthusiasts new opportunities and places to skate. j 

Donny Mahlmeister, a 26-year-old Libertyville resident, has been skateboarding on and off for the past 12years. When 
he was younger^ he would get in trouble vVilh the police for skateboarding in bank parking lots and other public areas. Now with the Ver- 
non Hills skate park so close to his home, Mahlmeister has found a renewed interest in the sport 

"When I was younger, we all wanted a place to go.'but nobody would build (a skate park)," he said. "Now there's skate parks all over. It's great. I wish 
they would have done this 10 years ago." • __ ■? '

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boarder might find on the average street, in- 
cluding hand rails, jumps and ramps. The 
"fun box" is a cube with ramps coming from 
each side and a rail on the top. 

This variety of obstacles gives skaters like 
Mahlmeister a place to practice their skills 
without running into trouble. 

But while communities are trying to give 
skateboarders a place to go, they are still pro- 
hibiting them from riding on the streets. 

In Antioch, a group of skateboarders ap- 
peared before the village board to ask how 
they could skate without getting into trouble. 
A local ordinance states that "no person shall 
at anytime operate or ride a skateboard on 
any public or private road or public or private 
parking lot, nor shall any person ride skate- 
board [in the downtown areal." A spokesman 
from the Antioch police department said that 
skateboarding is allowed on the sidewalks in 
residential areas. 

"This is a safety issue," said Antioch Mayor 
Marilyn ShineDug. "Years ago, we had a lot of 
complaints from people coming out of stores 
and running into skateboarders. Its a general 
practice to have this sort of ordinance;" 

The prevalence of this type of law is what 
caused so many entities to build skate parks. 
Cleveland decided to open Ramp, Rail & Roll 
because his son told him about the troubles 
skateboarders and in-line skaters were having 
, with the law. 

"My son brought it to my attention," 
Cleveland said. "The police were chasing them 
out of everywhere and they had no place to go. 
Now they can go someplace where they won't 
get into trouble and that is supervised."

'Face to Face' exhibit makes children aware of 
discrimination and prejudice in today's society 



When Chicago Children's Mu- 
seum first launched Face to 
Face: Dealing with Prejudice 
and Discrimination in 1995, 
it became a pioneer in the field of helping 
children identify prejudice and develop 
constructive tools to respond to it.

Education Center and adjoining outdoor ar- 
eas'/ the exhibit will include the display of 200 
bonsai trees, designed by hobbyists from . ' 
across the Midwest, and reflecting all types of 
bonsai. This year, trees styled by former 
Ladany Award winner Don WUlkomm will be 
raffled during the exhibit. 

The exhibit will feature demonstrations 
and workshops by internationally known bon- 
sai masters. Continuous demonstrations and 
hands-on workshops will allow beginners and 
accomplished growers to learn more about 
bonsai from some of the world's finest experts. 

Visitors can also enjoy the bonsai and oth- 
er Japanese landscape features at the Botanic 
Garden's Japanese Island. Sansho-En,' or "the 
garden of three islands," evokes a serenity and 
a harmony that in Japanese design express the 
essence of nature. With its carefully styled ' - 
plants and judiciously placed stones, the gar- 
den is a tribute to the beauty of pure form. The 
Japanese Garden is located just east of the wa- 
terfall garden at the Botanic Garden. 

Bonsai (pronounced bone-sigh) originat- 
ed in far east Asia over a thousand years ago, 
flourishing in the gardens of China, and later 
Japan. For centuries, techniques were guard- 
ed secrets.

which were naturally stunted by severe

Trees in danger during drought 



Recent drought conditions throughout 
the country have created serious challenges 
for natural vegetation, including trees. For 
many regions of North America, particularly 
the South and West, a continuation of 
drought will put enormous stress on subur- 
ban trees. For a variety of reasons, trees in the 
forest are better able to withstand drought 
stress. Single trees isolated on a lawn or park 
are more susceptible to damage caused by a 
lack of natural rainfall. 

The lack of rain showers and high tem- 
peratures is sure to create more hardships for 
trees. Water is required for all biological 
processes of plants and trees. When there is 
an adequate supply, water seeps dovyn 
through the soil, gradually saturating each 
layer. Trees depend on water and moisture in 
the upper layers of soil — usually the top 6 to 
12 inches where the root system is located. 



Water that seeps beneath the upper layers 
eventually becomes available for use by peo- 
ple as well-water. In severe drought condi- 
tions, more water is required to keep the up- 
per layers of soil moist. 

The first signs of water stress in large 
shade trees is a flagging, or wilting of foliage. 
It can be difficult to notice. Next the leaves 
become "scorched" as they gradually curl, be- 
come dry at the edges and begin to die. Even- 
tually, trees will drop their leaves in an at- ■ 
tempt to "save" themselves, it is important to < 
remember that defoliated trees are weakened, 
but not dead. Many of these trees will survive. 

Apply 2 to 4 inches of mulch around trees. 
This conserves soil moisture and keeps soil 
temps cool. Water trees in the evenings. Low- 
er temperatures result in less evaporation and 
better conservation of water. This means 
more water for the trees!
